Its control extends into the electric 
manufacturing fleld through its control of 
the Western Electric company, the second 
largest company of the sort in the United 
States, and is felt in numerous associated 
fields.

PLAN COSTS EMPLOYERS $92,000

With everything except the disputed wage 
question settled between the representatives 
of the street railway companies and the em- 
ployés’ association, the negotiations for 
peaceful settlement were continued last night 
for thirty-six hours. Changed working con- 
ditions forced a recalculation by the com- 
panies before they could submit their wage 
offer, and the unions’ officials consented to 
give them until tomorrow. 

The last dangerous point down to the wage 
question was passed in the middle of the day, 
when at the request of Mayor Harrison, act- 
ing as mediator, L. A. Busby, president of 
the City Rallway, made a big contession, 
costing his company $92,000 a year. Mr. 
Busby gave way only when it was clear the 
situation had reached a deadlock. Later he 
showed no regret and said he had no alterna- 
tive if peace was to be conserved. | 

With the concession made the conference 
progressed rapidly and the tentative contract 
on all working conditions was completed. 
Mayor Harrison joined W. D. Mahon, inter- 
national president of the employés’ associa- 
tion, and the local union heads, and went 
with them to the Briggs house to give them 
what aid they needed to present the case to 
the joint committee. 


Employes Issue Statement. 

Thejstatement issued from the employés’ 
joint committee at the close of the day fol- 
lows: : 

Our subcommittee that has been nego- 
tiating With the officials of the surface com- 
panies report that a tentative understanding 
has been reached on the working conditions, 
the companies agreeing that if we can reach 
an agreement upon the question of wages 
they will grant the night car conditions as 
requested by our association, and they have 
further requested that we grant them until 
Saturday morning to reply to us upon the 
question of wages, They agree upon that 
date to submit to us in writing all conditions, 
including wages, in agreement form, ready 
to be considered by our joint committee, 

“At first our subcommittee protested 
against further delay, but at the solicitation 
of Mayor Harrison, who appeared before our 
joint committee and requested that this time 
be given the companies, the same was 
granted. Our elevated committee reports 
that thew have been unable to get any satis- 
factory reply from the officials of their com- 
pany. The elevated men were Instructed to 


morning With the officiale of their company 
and request them to give their final reply 
by Saturday morning. 

At the conclusion of the reports the joint 
committee gave Mayor Harrison a vote of 
thanks and adjourned to meet at 11 o'clock 
Saturday morning, when they expect to have 
the replies of the companies.” | 


Mayor Is Pleased. 

“With the working conditions out of the 
way, prospects are brightened,” said Mayor 
Harrison. The men have consented to 
give the companies time to readjust their 
wage offer, necessitated by today’s change 
in working conditions. How long this will 
take we do not know. We hope the schedule 
will be completed by Saturday morning, and 
if ft is the conference will go right along at 
that time. If more time is required I think 
more time will be given, but we are hopeful 
of getting the conference under way and 
the differences settled soon.” 


Figure on New Scale, 


Mr. Busby and John M. Roach, president of 
Chicago Railways in thé afternoon set their 
auditors to work figuring the new wage scale 
which will be offered. If the estimates are 
completed by 10 a. m. tomorrow, the corifér- 
ence will be resumed at the City hall. If 
more time is needed it will be granted. 

It is possible, however, the whole wage 
question will be agreed upon tentatively by 
tomorrow night, and the contract can be pre- 
sented to the men for ratification. All con- 
cerned appear extremely cheerful and etn- 
fident of settlement. g 

It was a day of comparative ease for Mr. 
Roach, as the main fight centered on the 
night run schedule of the south side lines. 
The men have been demanding the same con- 
ditions for the night shift as now obtain on 
the north and west sides—that is $2.40 for 
six hours’ work.

Kansas City, Mo,, Aug. 22.—[Special. Be- 
cause he was not popular with hisplaymates 
and continually sought their company, lit- 
tle Joseph Timmerman, 4 years old, was 
stoned to death. His body wae buried in the 
brush, and the lade who murdered him went 
on about their self-appointed task of cap- 
turing Dugs along Cliff drive. 

All this happened on Sunday afternoon, and 
it was not until today that two of the five 
boys in. the party admitted the crime to 
the police. 

John Timmerman, the father, was work- 
ing, and the mother was visiting relatives, 
and there wasn’t anything else for little 
„Joe, as he was affectionately called by 
his parents, to do but join the older boys in 
play. 

Hit Lad in Head with Store. 

When they started for Cuff drive little 
Joseph tagged along. He was bribed with 
candy in an effort to get him to remain at 
home. The little fellow took and ate the 
candy, but insisted on remaining with his 
companions. 

When all efforts failed to keep the lad at 
nome the older boys began to throw stones 
at him. One of the missles struck the boy 
in the temple and hé fell. 

The boys, according to the confession of 
two, gathered around the prostrate form of 
Joe and when they saw he was dead, tocover 
up their deed they carried the body into the 


undetbrush, where it was found today. 
“We pulled leaves and branches and dirt 


over him, untll he was all covered up,” John 


Heinberger sobbed as he confessed. 


Tell Parents Boy Disappeared. 

When the boys returned from their trip 
they tod Joe's parents that the lad had fol- 
lowed them to the steps to Cliff drive, at the 
foot of Chestnut street. He legged behind 
and they went on without him, they en- 
plained: 

Search for the boy wae started at once by 
relatives, them friends, the police and boy 
scouts. 

One of the watchers by the side of the 
North Terrace park lake left the lake at 9:45 
o'clock and started for his home. He had 
pushed his way through the thick under- 
growth possibly a hundred yards when he 
saw the head and the body of the missing 
boy. 

The five playmates of the little boy, who 
were with him at the time of his disappear- 
ance were taken to the police station this 
afternoon. They are: John Farley, 10 years 
Geo. Donahue, 9 years; Rowland 
Franka, 7 years; John Heinberger, 10 years; 
Charles Middleton, 10 years old. 


| Boys Finally Confess. 

They showed no fright and expreased tete 
surprise at the information of Joseph's 
death. None of them cried. When left alone 
they did not talk among themselves about 
his disappearance or death. 

John Farley and John Heinberger, both 10 
years old, after telling many conflicting sto- 
ries, finally admitted the deed. They said 
they alone were responsible.

The oll magnate will be questioned regaré- 
ing the §25,000 he sent to Senator Boles Pen- 
rose, which Penrose now says was turned 
over to the Republican campaign fund of 
1904, but which was accompanied by a note 
that did not indicate it wee intended for 
any such purpose. He also will be asked 
about the $100,000 the Standard Oil company’ 
is said to have contributed to the 1904 cam- 
paign. 

Clapp Summons Archbold. | 

The arrangement to sectire the presence 6f 
Mr. Archbold was made by Senator Clepp of 
the subcommittee, who communicated late 
this afternoon by telephone with the Stand- 
ard Oil offices in New York. 

Penrose also will be sworn es a witness 
to tell on cath again his allegatione that the 
$25,000 and $100,000 besides was received 
from Standard Ou for the Roosevelt eam- 
paign in 1904. He also will be asked about 
his allegation that Col. Roosevelt knew of

Says $3,000,000 Helped Colonel. 

Senator Penrose in his speech today r. 
newed his attack on the colonel by charging |

Railroad Funds.

Aided by Reed and Williams. 


Senator Penrose was aided in his effort 
to diser dit.Col. Roosevelt by Senator Reed 
of Missouri and Senator WilMams of Missis- 
eippi. 

The way in which they acted caused Sena- 
tor Poindexter of Washington to charge that 
“a peculiar combination of interests seems 
to be backing up the Penrose resolution.’’ 

By “combination of interests“ he ex- 
Plained, he meant the way in which Senator 
Penrose, a Republican. and Senators Reed 
and Williams, Democrats, were working in 
harmony and in conjunction for the appar- 
ent purpose of casting aspersions upon the 
presidential candidate of the Progressive 
party. Unquestionably, this. is the purpose 
‘of the representatives of both parties. 

So far as the Penrose charge that $3,000,000 
Was spent in getting the Republican nom- 
ination last June for Col. Roosevelt is con- 
_@erned, those who have inside knowledge 
ot the amount expended say it is absolutely 
false. 

With pee to the charge that an at- 
tempt was made to purchase colored dele- 
Fates at any price, that, too, is denounced 
as malicious and untrue.

Sure to Strengthen Roosevelt. 

Senator Bristow said tonight the investiga- 
tion of the financial affairs of the Republican

Injects $3,000,000 Talk. 
Senator Penrose, in answer to questions 
from Senator Reed, said according to his 
information,’ Col. Roosevelt knew $100,000 
of Standard Oi] money had been received in 
1004 before he wrote a letter directing that 
any Standard Oil contrfbutions be returned. 
A new element wes injected in the political 
{mbroglio when Senator Penrose suggested 
to Senator Reed: 

There has come to my notice quite a lot 
of information leading to the thought that 
some three million dollars was underwritten 
by George W. Perkins and his associates to 
nominate Mr. Roosevelt for the presidency 
of the regular Republican party in the pres- 
ent campaign for their own personal uses. 

“Evidence regarding this matter will be 
gubmitted to the proper senate committee 
for consideration. The ultimate object of 
this enormous fund was the control of the 
Republican party in the interests of the ele- 
ment repres nt®@@ by Mr. Perkins. 

“The largest campaign fund in the history 

‘of the United States for a nomination was 
raised for Mr. Roosevelt at the primaries 
last winter.“ 


Alleged Railway Donations. 
Alleged contributions of $100.000 each by 
the Missouri Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific railroads to the Roosevelt eampaign 
fund in 1904 were mentioned by -Senators 
Reed and Penrose, Senator Penrose declar- 
ing that President Roosevelt was always in 
close touch with thé national committee 

managing his campaign. 

When the colloquy between Senators Pen- 
rose and Reed was concluded Senator Reed 
made an extended speech attacking Roose- 
veli, reopening the question of the $250,000 
collected for the Republican campaign fund 
in 1904 by E. H. Harriman, and placing in

The information I hare always bad on 
the transaction was that Mr. Roosevelt was 
advised that the money had been spent and 
could not be returned, and the letter was 
sent to make a record for future reference, 
Pnrose. 

Can the senator state whether in fact 
the letter was written with full knowledge 
that the money wes drawn?” asked Senator 
Reed 

That is my distinct information, and also 
the information of many others, sad Sen- 
ator Penrose. 

Do you know that any large sums of 
money were contributed to the national Re- 
publican committee In 1904 that were re- 
turned to the donors?’ asked Senator Reed. 

The returning of contributions is such a 
rare instance on the part of political commit- 
tees that if there had been any other case it 
would have made a profound impression on 
my mind and I do not recall any others.

Regarding Rail Funds. 

Senator Reed asked whether Mr. Penrose 
knew of any contributions to the campaign 
fund of 1904 by the Missouri Pacific, South- 
ern Pacific, or Gould interests. 

“IT have no direct knowledge,“ Mr. Pen- 
rose answered, simply my information at 
the time that large contributions were made

Dixon Gives Details.

‘Pirect Election of Senators Given 
0 Impetus by Lorimer Case 

1 Revelations.

Washington. D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
Wnatever else may be said of the second 
‘pession of the Sixty-second congress, which 
will end on Saturday, it will go down in his- 

‘tory chiefly because during its Mfe William 
Lorimer was excluded from the senate. 

It also will be notable for its action in 
‘fecommending to the states a constitutional 
amendment for the direct election of sena- 
tors This was the result of the bribery an“ 
‘eorruption revealed in the Lorimer case. 

The session will nold public attention for e 
time because the president established « 
record in the matter of vetoes. He sent over 

‘twenty to congress and thereby prevented 
‘any mthodification of the Aldrich tariff law 
7 and saved the commerce court. 


; Some Important Laws. 

+ Although about 300 new laws have been 
placed on the statute books, comparatively 
few can be classed as general legislation. 
They include the following: 

Direct election of senators through pro- 
posed constitutional amendment. 5 

Establishment of parcels posts. 

Establishment of a children's bureau in 
the department of commerce and labor. 

Regulation of tolls for the Panama 

canal and government of the Panama 

zone. (This may be held up on account of 
objections by President Taft.) 

Prohibition of railroads to own or con- 
trol competing steamship lines. 

- Regulation of radiocommunication with 
a view to safeguarding life at sea. 

The-prohibition of misrepresentation of 
patent medicine labels. 

Prohibitive tax placed upon the use of 
white and yellow sulphur in the manu- 
facture of matches, thus striking at the 
phossy jaw disease. 

Abrogation of the Russian treaty fol- 
lowing the agitation in congreas over the 
Jewish passport question. 


Defeat of Taft Treaties. 

The session's labors also were marked by a 
subetantial defeat by amendment of Presi- 
dent Taft's arbitration treaties with Great 
Britain and France, and notice by the senate 
to foreign nations that the United States will 
permit none to acquire naval or military sites 
on the western hemisphere. 

The right of postal employés to organize 
Was recognized, as also was the right of 
government employés to petition congress. 


* 


There was a revision of the pension laws and 


establishment of an age pension system. 

An eight hour federal labor law was passed 
and more liberal rights were granted to 
homesteaders. The mailing or expressing of 
prize fight films was prohibited. 


There was created a commission to investi- 


gate the relations of capital and labor, and 
authorization was made for the establish- 
ment of uniform bills of lading. 

Authority was given for new .census re- 
ports on tobacco and cotton. Filipino citi- 
genship was granted to natives of the Philip- 
pine islands. Prohibition was made against 
the exportation of arms, coal, or supplies to 
{nsurrectionists in other .cuntries. An ap- 
propriation of $350,000 for the rellef of the 
Mississippi levee flood sufferers was made, 
and the government was authorized to use 
Officially the American Red Cross in time of 


war. 
Archbald and Hanford Cases. 


Besides ousting Lorimer, congress placed 

on trial on impeachment charges Judge Rob- 
ert W. Archbald of the commerce court. 
The house started an investigation of Federal 
Judge Hanford of Washington which result- 
ed in his resignation. The right of Senator 
Isaac Stephenson of Wisconsin to a seat in 
the senate was investigated and he was re- 
tained by a narrow vote. , / 
The president vetoed two tariff bills—one 
tor the revision of the woo! schedule and the 
other for the revision of the metal schedule. 
Bilis revising the chemical, cotton, and sugar 
@chedules failed in conference between the 
two houses, as did the excise tax bill. 

The session has been largkly political. The 
Democrats have been trying to put the Re- 


publicans and Progressives in a hole before 


the country, while the same effort has been 
made by the Progressives with respect tothe 
two old parties and by the Republicans with 
reference to the Democrats and Progres- 
sives. 

Democrats Play Two Ways. 

The Republicans have succeeded in becom- 
ing the conservative party, 
many reactionary proposals. .The Democrats 
have sought to carry water on both shoul- 
ders. Their main work has been to concen- 
trate the attention of the people upon the 
tariff in an effort to prove that theirs is the 
party of relief and that they deserve to be 
trusted with the administration of the gov- 
ernment for four years beginning March 4 
next. 

They have instituted numerous investiga- 
tions for the purpose of unearthing scandals 
in the Republican administration, and they 
have succeeded in getting @ great deal of 
miaterial which they will use in the coming 
campaign. The most effective, however, are 
the revelations in the senate as a result of 
the publication of the correspondence be- 
tween Senator Penrose and Treasurer Arch- 
bold of the Standard Oil company in connec- 


tion with the report of the industrial com- 


miesian and the presidential campaign of 
The Democrats realize they made a mistake 
in opposing two battleships. They compro- 
mised on one. They have passed bad lezis- 
lation, including water power grabs, none of 
which has received presidential approval.

Under the present oppressive tariff law the 
laboring man returns at night from his toil 
clad in a woolen suit taxed 75 per cent. shoes 
taxed 12 per cent, stockings and underwear 
71 per cent, a cotton shirt taked 50 per cent, a 
wool hat and woolen gloves taxed 78 per-cent. 
He carries a dinner pail taxed 45 per cent and 
greets his wife as she looks through a window 
pane taxed 62 per cent, with a curtain taxed 
42 per cent. 

“After scraping his shoes onan iron scraper 
taxed 75 per cent he wipes them on a mat 
taxed 50 per cent. He Hf ts the door latch taxed 
45 per cent, steps on a carpet taxed 62 per 
cent, and kisses his wife, clad in a woolen 
dress taxed 75 per cent. She is mending an 
umbrella taxed 50 per Gent, with thread taxed 
80 per cent. 

House and Furnishings Taxed. 

The house is made of brick taxed 2 per 
cent and lumber taxed 9 per cent, with paint 
taxed 82 per cent. Their wall paper was

TAFT ARMY BILL VETO THREAT 
SAVES JOB FOR GEN. WOOD. 


Congress Agrees to Strike Out “Rider” 
to Save Appropriation—Will Con- 
tinue Fight Next Session. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Upder virtual 
notice from President Taft that he would 


again veto the army appropriation bill if it 


contained any riders affecting the tenure 
of office of Gen. Wood, chief of staff, the 
house and senate conferees today struck 
from the bill a contemplated provision to 
that effect and presented a report free from 
the features upon which the president based 
his first veto. 

The bill as agreed upon also provides for 
a consolidation of the paymaster general, 
commissary general, and quartermaster 
general departments.

Senate Appropriations Committee Fails 
to Make Provision for Payment of 
Expenses in Fight. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special. }— 
Except in the remote event of an amendment 
being made to the general deficiency by the 
senate, William Lorimer has no chance of 
being reimbursed for the expenses he in- 
curred in connection with his effort to retain 
his seat in the upper house of congress. 

The appropriations committee of the sen- 
ate today reported the general deficiency bill 
with amendments. The only item with ref- 
erence to the Lorimer case is the following: 

For payment for services rendered to the 
special committee of the senate making the 
investigation of the election of William Lor- 
imer as a senator OT the United States from 
the state of Illinois, as follows:

Of the monoplanes 
one was the ninety mile an hour Nieuport, 
loaned as a practice machine by the Aero 
Club of America, in which young Thompson 
is accustoming himself to the vagaries of 
speed machines.

Keen Competition Predicted Be- 
tween Panama and Suez. 


OLD DITCH IN REDUCTION. 


Retaliation for Free Tolls of U. 8. 
Ships Through Zone Waterway! 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22 —A rate war 
which might involve all the maritime na- 
tions in the world and which would revolve 
about the Suez and Panama canals, was pre- 
dicted today in Washington by officials who. 
have watched the development of world in- 
terest in the Panama canal bill, now await- 
ing appproval of President Taft. 

According to the report that reached the 
state department today, the directorate of 
the Suez canal has decided to reduce rates 
through that canal. 

In official circles this notice was regarded 
as the first retaliatory step against the free 
tolls provision for American ships through | 
the Panama canal. 


Reductions Appear in Papers. 

The announcement which aroused so much 
interest was to the effect that after the/first 
of next year the transit dues in the Suez anal 
wil be reduced 50 centimes,/bringing the toll 
for loaded ships down to 6 francs 25 centimes. 

This is the precise equivalent to the K. 
maximum tolls which the Panama cana! act 
prescribes for vessels passing through that 
waterway. 


Fixer of Rates Talks. 

Prof. Emory R. Johnson, who made an ex- 
haustive investigation-of the financial aspect 
of the Panama canal as a special commis- 
sioner for the war department, held that if 
the Panama project was to be a euccess 
financially and commercially its tolls should 
be lower than those of the Suez canal. 

Thies was on the basis that the Panama 
route would secure at least a minor share of 
the shipping moving between Europe and the 
Pacific coast ports of Asia.

Turkey Asks for Compensation. 

While the great powers are refraining from 
any move that might savor of intervention, 
they are exerting their influence to bring 
about peace. They are the more anxious as 
the crisis between Turkey and. Montenegro 
grows more acute. 

Adviceé from Constantinople say that Tur- 
key is willing to recognize the annexation 
of Tripoli, provided the sultan's suserainty 
is recognized by the Itallan government and 
that Italy pays Turkey a compensation for 
the territory amnexed. Turkey refuses to 
concede the annexation of Benghazi, but is 
willing to give Italy preferential rights there. 


Self-Government for Islands. 
Turkey s said to be willing to concede a 


‘form of self-government to the islands now 


occupied by Italy. These islands must con- 
tinue under the sovereignty of the sultan, 
and no compensation is to be given Italy for 
her expenses. ; 

It is said Italy will agree to the canceling 
of capitulation rights within the Turkish 
empire. The Italian government wil) be 
asked to accept the new custom tariff of 15 
per cent imposed by Turkey, 


MANCHURIAN CITY LOOTED 
BY 2,000 MONGOLIAN TROOPS. 


Two Day Fight with Imperial Forces 
Indecisive—Financial Proposals Re- 
jected by Chinese Cabinet. 


PEKING, Aug. 22.—A force of 2,000 Mongo- 
lian troops has occupied the city, of Taonan, 
Manchuria, and has begun looting houses 
and stores, according to a Chinese report 
received here. The Mongolians are said to 
be commanded by a lieutenant ofthe Kutuktu 
or shah of Mongolia. 

Detachment of Chinese troops from Muk- 
den with a number of Manchu guns at- 
tacked them during the night of Aug. 20 
and fighting was still proceeding on the 21st. 
The result has not been ascertained.

Senator Bacon Again Asks 
vestigation. 
DEATH OF 2 MEN CLIMAX. 


Murder of Dodd and Phillips at 
Leon Cause for New Request; 
Rush Troops South. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Senator Bacon, 
When he learned of the murder of Harvey 
Dodd of Kosciusko, Migs., and a man named 
Phillips in Nicaragua, again urged the sen- 
ate to consider his resolution for a congres- 
sional investigation of the situation in the 
South American country. 

Five hundred armed men have engaged in 
actual combat in Nicaragua, he said, ac- 
cording to press dispdtches, without even 
a sign of proclamation from the president. 
If the state department is consistent and acts 
in Mexico as it hae in Nicaragua, we would 
be sure to have a war with Mexico. 

The gravity of this situation may make 
necessary investigation at the other end of 
the capitol,“ he added. What is to happen 
if officers of the government are allowed to 
disregard the laws? 

It is possible some congressional. action 
will be taken. 


Plan Ample Protection. 

Officials of the state department say they 
are determined to extend the fullest possible 
measure of protection to American life and 
property in Nicaragua. 

It was announced today that if the naval 
forces in that country and the contingent 
now being assembled at League island and 
the several hundred blue jackets en route to 
Corinto are not sufficient to assure that pro- 
tection, more forces will be rushed forward 
until that end has been secured. 

The state department is unmoved by utter- 
ances in congress, relying implicitly. and 
confidently upon the long line of precedents 
where American military and naval forces 
have been employed without congressional 
direction in cases where American life and 
property were in jeopardy. 


Give Definition of War. 

Government officials do not admit that the 
prevention of the bombardment of an un- 
protected town filled with. noncombatants, 
with many resident Americans, and with 
substantial business interests within its lim- 
its, constitutes warfare in the modern civ- 
ilized sense, for such brutal attacks are ex- 
pressly prohibited by all of the rules of mod- 
ern warfare to which the nations of the earth 
3 subscribed: under the Geneva conven- 
tion. 

If the conflicting factions wish to fight, the 
American naval commanders will not at- 
tempt to prevent them, but they must choose 
other grounds than the limits of a defense- 
less town with large American interests. 


Inquire Into Americans’ Death. 

The reported killing of the two Americans, 
Dodd and Phillips, in Nicaragua, is being 
thoroughly investigated by the department, 

The two men were said to have been fight- 
ing with the government ‘troops. In the de- 
feat they were taken to a hospital badly 
wounded, where they were killed in the mas- 
sacre which followed. No more details were 
sent to Washington. 

The killing of Dodd and Phillips, though 
not entirely a parallel, recalls the killing of 
Cannon and Groce by Zelaya in 1900, which. 
resulted in an uphéaval and threw the dic- 
tator out of office and sent him to Furopean 
exile. 

Calls Situation Serious.

New methods must be employed and new 
channels of activity opened. The world does 
not stand still; humanity is ever moving 
on to new stages of social development, new 


degrees of intellectual vision and new sptrit- 


ual demands. As varying minds are brought 
to bear on the problems of the world, the 
army must take them into its councils and 
make use of their knowledge. No organiza- 
tion may remain rigid and inflexible. 

“I beli¢ve in the application of the divine 
power to the individual. I have great sym- 
pathy with the demand of the poor for bet- 
ter wages and higher conditions of life, but 
material prosperity will not make a com- 
munity much better. 

“The community can only be made bett 
by the improvement of the individual. He 
must change his tastes and alter his view- 
point. He must get an ideal. It does not do 
a thief any good to prevent him from steal- 
ing. One must bring in God somehow, must 
alter the man. This may be called rank in- 
dividualigm, but that is where I stand. I 
am out to help the individual.” 


Thousands View the Body. 

Gen. William Booth’s body was taken to- 
night from the evangelist’s late residence 
at Hadldywood to Congress hall, Clapton, 
where it will lie in state Friday and 
Saturday. Flags of all nations adorn the 
walls of the hall, representatives of the 
vast extent of the Salvation Army's opera- 
tions. 

Throughout the day a stream of callers 
passed into the Booth residence at Hadley- 
wood. Nothing about the exterior of the two 
storied villa indicated the presence of death.

If the ship is on time Miss Booth may 
reach London that same evening in time for 
the interment services next day.

The protest of. Detroſt steamship com- 
panies against the use of Lake Michigan wa- 
ter by the Chicago drainage canal yester- 
day was declared to be based upon a fallaci- 
ous conclusion. 

G. M. Wisner, chief engineer of the drain- 
age commission, wrote a letter to Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson, and submitted 
facts to show the supply of water used by 
the Chicago drainage canal does not mate- 


lakes. 

Detroit steamship companies have been 
fighting the drainage commission's request of 
the government for 10,000 cubic feet of 
water per second, on the ground that the 
‘ube of the water lowers the level of the 


great lakes. 


Causes Reduction in 3 

They contend that every inch in the lack 
of depth, lowers the carrying capacity of 
each of the 150 or more freight boats from 
85 to 100 tons. Each ship makes an average 
of twenty-two trips a season. By this com- 
putation the lowering of one inch in the 
lake’s depth would make a difference ** 
about 4,500 tons a season. 

Detroit’s contention was aroused! last year ! 
because Lake Michigan stood at 579 feet 5 
inches above sea level, the lowest: since 1896, 
when it stood at 570 feet. The United States 
lake survey for July shows that Lake Miohi- 
gan now stands at 580 feet ½ inch above 
sea level, a gain of 7% inches over last year. 
The rise of the lake level,“ said Mr. Wis- 
ner, cannot be attributed to an abnormal 
rainfall.

March to Banquet Room. 

The old soldiers then marched to the ban- 
quet room in company formation, the men 
taking their places in the ranks as they did 
nearly half a century ago. After the ban- 
quet formal speechmaking was done away 
with, and the veterans present were allowed 
to tell their experiences of the civil war in 
their own manner, Many hitherto unwrit- 
ten stories of the battles of the south were 
told. 

The companies represented at the reunion 
were the Seventy-second, Eighty-eighth; and 
One Hundred and Thirteenth Illinols Vol- 
unteers and the Board of Trade battery. 
These regiments -were all recruited at the 
expense of the board of trade. 

Honors of the evening went to Company A 
of the Eighty-eighth, which had its full 
quota of officers present in charge of Capt.

HERE is nothing so rewarding for the 
amount of work and the smail expense 
put into it as a fine supply of canned to- 
matoes. With this on hand, the house- 
„keeper has fine materials for emergency 
8 sauces, or a plain, quickly ready vegeta-

not de perpetually complaining about cooking 
processes being for the most part tod long for a 
busy person. 

The plain canned vegetable can later be made 
up. into chili sauces or spiced pickles. Recipes 
for canned tomato soup are not cammon, but 
last year one of my contributors sent me the 
following: 


Canned Tomato Soup.-——Fourteen quarts of to- 


matoes, sliced and cut up, fourteen stalks of 
celery, fourteen bay leaves, twenty-one cloves, 
seven medium onions, sliced. Boil all these to- 
gether and strain. Then add fourteen table- 
spoons of butter blended with fourteen table- 
spoons of flour, eight teaspoons of salt, sixteen 
teaspoons of sugar; four saltspoors of paprika. 
Cook until as thick as desirable and can. This 
will make fifteen pints. When ready to use add 
to each pint one-half cup of milk and a pinch of 
soda.

‘The home canned tomato is a product highly 
superior to the commercial, except that of the 
highest grade, and the expense is rarely over, 
2 or 3 cents a can. 

There are at least three methods of tomato 
canning in common use. The simplest and a 
satisfactory way is to stew the tomatoes simply 
for a half hour after they commence/to boil and 
then to put them while hot into thoroughly 
sterilized jars. This is a good way to use 
slightly imperfect tomatoes. They should be 
heated rather slowly and care should be taken 
to stir them frequently to keep them from 
catching to the bottom of the kettle. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Pour boiling water over 
tomatoes and remove the skins; slice and fill 
bottles; put rubber and tops on and screw tight- 
ly, Put a rack and a cloth over it in the bot- 
tom of the wash boller, set in the bottles of 
tomatoes so they will not touch each other, fill 
thé boiler with water to three-fourths the height 
of the bottles, let come slowly to a botl, and 
boil for one hour. Take out and fill those whose 
contents have settled with that of one of the 
bottles or jars. Seal tightly. Have the jars 
running over full. 
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Canned Tomatoes (Miss Parloa’s way).— Eight 
quarts of medium sized tomatoes, four quarts of 
sliced tomatoes. Put the sliced tomatoes into a 
stewpan and place on the stove on an iron ring. 
Heat slowly, stirring frequently from the bot- 
tom, and boil twenty minutes. Take from the 
fire and rub through a strainer. Return to the 
fire. While the sliced tomatoes are cooking 
pare the whole tomatoes and put them in steril- 
ized jars. Pour into the jars enough of the 
stewed and strained tomato to fill all the inter- 
stices. Put the uncovered jars in a moderate 
oven, placing them on a pad of asbestos or in 
shallow pans of hot water. Let the tomatoes 
cook in the oven for half an hour. Take the 
jars from the oven and fill to overflowing with 
boiling hot, strained tomato; then seal. 

Before it was discovered that to can the to- 
mato the only thing that was necessary was to 
cook and seal it up tightly, many different at- 
tempts were made to preserve it. The toma- 
toes were boiled down a half and then dried in 
the sun, having been plentifully seasoned with 
sugar and salt. Again, the tomatoes were sim- 
ply cut in two and dried in the oven.

THERAPEUTIC ANARCHISTS. 

u many of the poorer sections of Chicago 
e is quite impossible to get a prescription 
filled as the doctor ordered it. The drug- 
gist often disregards the written instruc- 
tions of the physician and substitutes some 
other, cheaper drug. Where a drug is highly 
expensive it is frequently left out alto- 
gether. Or else the druggist will givea third 
or fourth of the amount the physician pre- 
scribed, which is little better than entirely 
eliminating the drug, as the small amount 
given produces no results. 

Time and again the physician will arm 
himself against substitution by the druggist 
by underscoring the particular drug for em- 
phasis. He will even put the warning 
down, “Do not substitute,” in black and 
white on the prescription, only to have it 
disregarded. 

The therapeutic anarchists, as this class 
of druggists are branded, are the bane of 
the physician. For the doctor suffers by the 
substitution of drugs as well as the patient. 
When the patient fails to show the expected 
improvement after taking the emasculated 
medicifie thé physician is blamed. He, in 
turn, cannot defend himself by laying the 
blame on the druggist who did not fill the 
prescription properly. For the physician to 
initiate the laity into the secrets of his own 
profession would be to kill their faith in it. 

This substitution of drugs, or tampering 
with the amount prescribed by the physi- 
cian and thereby rendering the curative 

value of the prescription nil, goes on most 
flagrantly in the sections of the poor. Yet 


they are the people who can least afford to | 


be sick and should be given every chance to 
recover as speedily as possible.

VERY American woman wedding or 

wedded to an Italian should take note 

of the decision just rendered by the 

Italian court of final appeal. As 

every one is aware, divorce does not 
exist in Italy, and the dozen or so bills that 
have been presented to the national legisla- 
ture with the object of placing a divorce law 
on the statute book have been defeated by 
overwhelming majorities. 

The consequence has been that whenever 
an Itallan subject desired release from.mat- 
rimonial bonds either a legal domicile or 
else naturalization would be sought and ob- 
tained in France, Switzerland, or Germany, 
where divorce is easy. 

After having obtained in one of these coun- 
tries a decree of divorce, the parties returned 
to Italy and resumed their Italian domicile 
or nationality, as the case might be. More- 
over, they thereupon contracted other mar- 
riages in Italy. 

This has been done without let or hindrance 
hitherto, but henceforth It will be impossible. 

— 

Some time ago Count Carb Guicciardini 
quarreled violently with his wifé, a daughter 
of Senator Moreno, envoy of the Argentine 
Republic at Rome, owing to her objection 
to his attentions to the ex-Crown Princess 
of Saxony. Finally the couple made up their 
minds to secure complete dissolution of their 
marriage. 

Acoordingly, the count secured naturaliza- 
tion in Hungary and immediately afterwards 
a Hungarian divorce. 

He thereupon returned to Italy, and, wish- 
ing to recover possession of his child, which 
had been awarded to him by the Hungarian 
tribunal but had been retained by the mother, 
who had refused to surrender it, he reas- 
sumed his Italian citizenship and appealed 
to the Italian courts to enforce the Hungarian 
decree. : 

The matter has been carried from one court 
to another in Italy, until it has been finally 
decided that the Hungarian divorce has no 
validity in Italy, sMce Count Carlo Guicciar- 
dini manifestly secured his decree at Buda- 
pest for the purpose of evading the marriage 
laws of Italy. | 

The effect of this is to prevent either Count 
Carlo or the countess from marrying again, 
while, if the count wishes to have the cus- 
tody of his child, he has only to invoke the 
services of the police for its seizure unless 
his wife takes time by the forelock and ob- 
tains a legal separation and the award of 
the child, which is all that the Italian tribu- 
nals are competent to grant.

There are a large number of well known 
Italians who will be affected by this ruling 
of the Supreme court, among them the for- 
mer Countess Arture Fabbricotti, who, on 
the strength of a divorce obtained in France 
from her Florentine husband, married Baron

Bary to explain that the fifth marquls, elder 
brother of Admiral Charles Beresford and 
nee Lord Marcus Beresford, was twice mar- 
ried. 

In 1871, while still a bachelor and serving {4 
the army as captain in the First Life Guard 
regiment, he eloped with the wife of a young- 
er son of the first Lord Vivian, Capt. the Hon. 
John Vivian of the Eleventh Hussars, after- 
wards member of parliament for Truro and 
permanent undersecratary of state for war. 
She was a daughter of Maj. Gen. Rawley. 

The elopement was followed, after some 
delay, by a sult for divorce brought by Capt. 
Vivian, who named Lord Waterford as co- 
respondent. 

As soon as the decree was made absolute 
Lord Waterford married the former Mrs. 
Vivian, and, while there was at the time some 
rumor of a child having been born to them 
two or three weeks before their marriage. {t 
is certain that their wedded life was chila- 
less. Indeed, it was brief; for the first Lady 
Waterford died barely eight months later. 

A year afterwards the marquis led to the 
altar Lady Blanche Somerset, only sister of 
the present Duke of Beaufort.

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Lieutenant a Wall Street Opera- 
tor? Indict Two Detectives 
in Gambler’s Murder. 


New York, Aug. 22.—{Special.J—The in- 
vestigation of the murder of Gambler Her- 
man Rosenthal and the inquiry into police 
graft produced this news today: 

A statement issued by District Attorney 
Whitman shows Lieut. Becker had on de- 
posit in nine banks from November, 1911, to 
August, 1912, $49,623, and that Mrs. Becker 
withdrew $20,008 from eight savings banks 
on July 81 and Aug. 1 after Becker was in- 
dicted for murder. 

The records ofsBecker’s deposits in six 
more Manhattan banks and in three out of 
town banks are being tabulated, It is now 
estimated that the bank deposits, together 
with cash known to have been put in safe 
deposit boxes, will approximate $125,000. In 
addition, Becker put up heavy margine for 
Wall street speculation, 

The district attorney has established a 
graft connection between a civilian employ 
of the police department and an inspector 
who owed his promotion to this employé. 
It. has been learned that the civilian official 
had two safe deposit boxes and a bank ac- 
count, and that the inspector had three bank 
accounts and a safe deposit box. The with- 
drawals from the inspector’s bank accounts 
and the visits of the official to his safe de- 
posit boxes tally as to dates. These men’ 
end a second uptown inspector will be in- 
dicted, it is announced. 


Two Detectives Indicted. 

The rand jury by a unanimous vote m- 
dicted Detectives James C. White and John C. 
Steinert for oppression and perjury. The 
evidence showed that they had placed a re- 
volver in Jack Zelig’s pocket and had sworn 
to a lie before a grand jury. Steinert was 
placed in the Tombs. Detectives are look- 
ing for White. Both were suspended from 
the police department. 

Five of the seven men {ndicted for the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal were arraigned be- 
fore Judge Mulqueen. Lieut. Becker re- 
fused to plead. Frank Muller (Whitey 
Lewis), Frank Cirofici (Dago Frank), Jack 
Sullivan, and Wildam Shapiro pleaded not 
guilty. 

A coroner’s jury, with Daniel Frohman as 
foreman, returned a formal verdict in the 
Rosenthal inquest, and Louis Libby was dis- 
charged from custody. 

The district attorney, representing Justice 
Goff, obtained a panel of fifty for a grand 
jury that will act with the special session 
of the Supreme court over which Justice 
Goff will preside, beginning Sept. 8. 


Link Two Officials in Graft. 

Perhaps the single most interesting item 
of news that flashed from the district at- 
torney’s investigation of the graft side of 
the Rosenthal case was that the influential 
civilian employé of the police department 
has been definitely linked as a graf ter toa 
police inspector whose rise in the department 


surprised even his friends. | 


Mr. Whitman has discovered that the of- 
ficial, who was represented to the gamblers 
as being in a position to control the police 
department, has had two safe deposit boxes 
and ea big bank account for more than a year, 
or since before the time Becker began to 
make the strong arm squad financially use- 
ful.

APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE 
| APPROVES SOUTH SHORE PLAN. 


Gives Secretary Stimson Authority Over 
Federal Rights in Proposed Changes 
for Field Museum at 12th Street. 


Assurance that the way will be made easy 
for obtaining federal approval of the south 
shore plan and of the location of the Field 
museum near Twelfth street was seen in 
action yesterday at Washington, D. C.
